Have by mc (faith Mr. ff.) two or three feveral wayes ofMea- 
furingt he Diameters of the Planets, whether Horizontal, Per- 
pendicular ^ or Inclined^ to the exaflaefs of a 5^W , by the 
help of a Teltfcofe: As alfo, of taking the Pofition and Diftance 
of the Small Fixt Stars one from another, or from any of the 
lefs bright Planets ,£ the Difhnce be not above two or three 
Degrees.

ANmi66~j. in tfwuary, when the Cloudy andMifty weather, 
which had continued for a good while, did permit us to ob- 
ferve^the Star Nebulofa, in the -Girdle of Andromeda, ( which may 
wdLenough be- fecn by the bare Eye ) appeared much obfeurer 
than the Year before. In the Mont hs of February and March I did 
not fee it. 

Anno 16675 January 20. at Night, h.<6. 30 . the Sky being 
pretty ferene, the Star in the Neck of the Whdle^ did approach to 
the bignefs of a Star of the Sixth Magnitude, and grew bigger 
afterwards. 

February n 9 h.6.^o\ I faw the fame again, equalling now a 
Star of the Fourth Magnitude atleaft, 

February 24^. 7. This Star was equal to thofe of the Third 
Magnitude^ (hining very bright.

Febrnary'%6^ The fame appeared yet to increafe • as alfo Febru- 
ary 27. But after this time I could XK)t fee it, by reafon of the ill 
weather. 

7 he fami Aftfonomer did fubjoin the following Extraff of a 
Letter he received from Monfieur Hevelius, March 1 5. 166 '7. 
coriccrning fuch another Star ^ viz. 

I have \yatchad the NeW)Spnr in the Neck of the Whale 5 as often 
as the weather would give me leave, which it hath done but feldom 
this Winter. In ^anuaryy the 3, 4, 5, 7, and 13 dayes, it did not 
y^t appear. From, this time, the Sky was continually overcaft 3 till 
January 23. on which day, I found a little Star of the Sixthi or 
Seventh Magnitude^ about the fame place where the [aid New Star 
ufes to appear. But it then feemed to me not the genuine New 
Star, but another, to wit , preceding the Newi whofe Longitude 
hath been defined by me in Mercuries in Sole vifus in Aries, gr. 25. 
49', 3". and the Latitude gr. 14. 41'. 32". South, Anno i66o m 
Then from January 23, to February 2, it was Cloudy weather 
again - 5 but this fecond of February, it appeafd very bright, and 
that when theM6onfhone,of thebignefsof that in the Mouth of 
the Whale, or. Node Lini •• from which time I alwayes obferved it 
to grow bigger. March 13. Ididftill find it extreamly bright, but 
could not by my naked Eye 5 becaufe of the vivid Crepufcle, 
and the low fite of the Star 5 accurately determine its Mag- 
nitude.
